Mormugao Harbour for loading/unloading of Export/Import goods’’

bi exercise ofthe powerc conferred under Section 45(1) ofthe Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962)1, S.K. Sawhney 
Commissioner of Customs and Central E^dse, Goa hereby appoint the South West Part Ltd., (formerly ABG Goa Port 
Limited), Mormugao Haibour, Goa [reference request letter SWPL/Customs/04-05/0019 dated21-06-2004 fiomM/s. South 
West Port Limited] to be the Custodian ofthe Deepwater Jetty Site and Structures at South West Port Ltd., Mormugao 
Harbour bemg notified under Section 8(a)ofthe Customs Act vide Notification No. l/2005-Customs(NT) dated 
27-4-2005 for unloading of imported goods andloading of export goods brought at the said place until these are cleared 
for home consumption or exported, or are warehoused, orarc trans-shipped in accordance withlheprovisions ofthe said 
Act, provisionally” subject to the following conditions: 

(1) Custodian of the goods meant for import and export would be required to comply with the provisions of 
Section 45(2) of the Customs Act, 1962 as well as mles and rules and regulations and instructions issued 
from time to time in this regard. 

(2) The Custodian shall be responsiblefor proper receipt, handling storage, and shall be accountable for the 
loss of imported goods after landing and before clearance as well as the goods meant for export/ 
trans-shipment. They shall also maintainproper record of all such goods including the record of goods 
which are cleared with the permission of the Customs Department or disposed of under Section 48 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 or otherwise. 

(3) If any imported/export/tians-shipment goods are pilfered or lost after unloading in the Customs area while 
m the custody of the Custodian, then in terms of provisions of Section 45(3) of Customs Act, 1962, they 
shall be liable to pay duty on such pilfered goods. 

(4) The imported/export/trans-shipment goods, which are not cleared for home consunqjtion or warehoused 
or exported/trans-shipped within 30 days of unloading thereof or within such further time period as the 
proper officer may allow; or the imported goods, of which the importer r elinquishe s hijg title. as prov ide d 

in Section 23(2) ofthe CustomsAct, 1962,suchgoodsshallnotbesoldunderthe provisionsof Section 

48 of the Customs Act, 1962, by the custodian without obtaining permission from the proper officer of 
Customs. 

(5) The custodian shall provide safe, secure and spacious place for loading/ imlnading/gtnring 0 f c ar go. 

( 6 ) The custodian shall provide sufficient modem handling equipment in operational condition for handling 
the cargo in the Customs notified area. 

(7) No alteration of theplanin the Jetty and Customs area etc. shall be made without the concurrence ofthe 
Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise, Goa. 

(8) Insurance of all goods held on Jetty and Customs area shall be made by the Custodian. 

(9) The Custodian shall abide by all the Rules and Regulations under the CustomsAct, 1962. 

. (10) For proper discharge of duties, the Custodian shall execute bond improper form either by one of the 
Directors or Managing Director ofthe Board or any particular officer authorised by the Managing Director 
to sign the bond onhis behalf by way of Power of Attorney, for Rupees 64 crores for goods likely to be 
stored in the premises during a period of thirty days. As and when the volume of work handled 
increases, the Custodian will himself furnish bond equal to the increase in value of such goods. The 
Custodian will also furnish the required Bank Guarantee/Govt Bond/Cash Deposit for Rs. 6.5 crores, 
whenever demanded by the Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise, Goa. 

(11) Security of the said Jetty and Customs area shall be the responsibility of the Custodian subject to the 
prior approval from the Commissioner of Customs of the arrangements. The cost ofthe security has to 
be borne by the Custodian. 

(12) The Custodian shall provide free furnished office space fortheCustoms Depa rtment at pi»r* of clearance. 

(13) The Custodian shall bear the establishment charges of the Customs staff posted for the said j etty. The 
Deputy Commissioner of Customs, Goa shall decide the staff, which is required to he ported^ considering 
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the workload at the said jetty. 

(14) Residential accommodation for the Customs Staff posted in the said area shall also provide by the 
Custodian, wherever and whenever requisitioned by die Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise 
Goa. 

(15) Free suitable transport for the nearest railway head or suitable point shall be provided for the Customs 
staffby the Custodian 

(16) The Custodian shall make adequate arrangements for sanitary facilities, water supply and other allied 
facilities, including canteen facility, for the officers working in the area. 

(17) The Custodian shaU not charge any renl/demnnage on the goods detained by the Customs Department 
under the Customs Act, 1962 or any other Act for the time being in force. However, the Customs 
Department shall pay the rent to the custodian after the ownership of the goods vests in the Government 
after confiscation The rate of rent for such goods shall be fixed by the C ommissi oner in the consultation 
with Central Public Work Department Local Revenue or Rent Control Authorities 

(18) In case the Custodian wants to sublet to any Agency any of the functions inside the Customs area or 
connected with the Customs area, the same should be done with the prior approval of the Co mmissioner 
of Customs and the Custodian shall remain responsible for the omissions and commissions of the said 
Agency. 

(19) Duration of appointment shall initially remain valid up to 5 years from the date of issue of this Notification 
and subject to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise, Goa. Commissioner of 
Customs and Central Excise? Goa shall have right to terminate the appointment at any time after assigning 
specific reasons and giving an opportunity to the Custodian to explain his case. The appointment may be 
renewed after every 5 years thereafter. 

(20) The Custodian shall provide suitable office premises at proper place for Customs Check Post with adequate 
equipments of communications and office furniture. 

(21) The Custodian shall be liable to pay Merchant Overtime to Customs till the post of the officers are 
sanctioned on cost recovery basis by the Customs Department. 

(22) The Custodian shall construct compound wallwith barbed wire fencing covering the whole part of the said 
Customs area.
